Is this an Original Contratt, a Bargain made 
Equally on Both fides, with Conditsons, and 
Limitations? Was this God's Acquiring His 
Kingfeip by the Eleétion of the People, and 
holding ic as Deriv’d fro Them! He was 
their Xing before, and the People did own 
Him as fuch Always, and he gave them 
Laws, and Punifi’d them for the Breach of 
them, before He Appear’d to them at Horeb, 
fo that cou’d not be the Original Contratt.
